Russian  Troops  on  Bug  River 
Receiving  Reinforcements — 
Novo  Georgievsk  Fortifica- 
tions Resisting  Bravely, 


T'ETROORAD,  Aug.  11.— The  follow- 
in*  official  statement  was  Issued  to- 
night: 

"On  the  roads  to  Riga  Monday  even- 
ing our  troops  successfully  repulsed 
enemy  attacks  on  the  River  Kkau.  in 
the  direction  of  Jacobstsdt  (north- 
west of  livln.sk.  on  the  Dvlnsk  River  i 
we  drove  back  the  Germans  from  thn 
Schoenberg  district.  From  Dvlnsk  to 
Poniewesch  we  continue  to  Dress  the 
retreating  enemy,  some  of  whose  di- 
tai'liittents   have    been   driven    with    the 
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bayonet  from  the  positions  they  are 
'defending  stubbornly  at  various  point  s. 
At  Kovno  during  Monday  night  the 
Germans  renewed  persistent  attacks  on 
our  western  works,  and  continued 
them  on  Tuesday.  In  counter-attacks 
by  the  garrison  three  German  batta'- 
ions  were  almost  annihilated.  Wo 
took  100  prisoners  and  some  machine 
guns. 

"In  the  direction  of  Ostrolenka.  Ro- 
seau and  Oltusak,  the  nermann  continue 
their  persistent  offensive. 

"Our  troops,  notwithstanding  the 
losses  suffered  in  incessant  right) n:. 
s.re  receiving  reinforcements  and  offer- 
ing a  vigorous  resistance  on  the  itntr. 
Near  Novo  Oeorgievsk  an  'attack  under- 
taken by  the  Germans,  after  a  strong 
artillery  preparation  against  our 
southern  formication,  win  stopped  by 
the   Are   of   the   latter. 

'"On  the  roads  near  the  middle  Vis- 
tula there  have  been  minor  engage- 
ments. On  the  roads  from  Wleprz  to 
Lukow  and  Vladova,  on  Tuesday,  our 
troops  repulsed  attacks.  Germans  ad* 
vancing  fcom"  Cholm  were  driven  back 
toward  the  River  Ukoberka.  In.  the 
district  of  Vladimir- V'olln.sky  our 
cavalry   pressed   back   the   enemy. 

"On  the  Dniester,  fighting  which  be- 
.ggn  in  tb*  region  Of  Its  confluence 
with  the  Strips,  continued,  the  A«.«- 
trtans  again  using  explosive  bullets. 
Towards  evening  their  attacks 
stopped." 

Evacuation   Of    Kovno 

PKTROORAD,  Aug.  -  11.— RusJnui 
troops  have  begun  the  evacuation'  of 
Kovno,  according  to  an  official  an- 
nouncement issued  from  Ui*  "War  Office 
today.  •    • 

The  Germans  now  are  expected  to  re- 
sume  their  attempt  on   Riga. 

The  official  statement  announcing  the 
evacuation   of   Kovno  ssia: 

"The  Government  archives  are  being 
removed  from  Kovno  to  Bobruisk,  In 
Minsk,  250  miles  to  the  southeast. 
Howl  tiers  have  been'  bombarding  the 
Kovno  forts  for  two  days." 

Kovno  lies  on  the  Nlemen  River  and 
Is  the  capital  of  the  province  of  that 
name. 

The  .evacuation  means  that  Grand 
Duke  Nicholas  probably  will  retire  200 
miles  east  of  Warsaw,  withdrawing 
from  the  Kovno-Grodno-Brest  Lltovxk 
line.  Brest  Lltovsk.  Riga  and  Vllna 
ultimately  will  be  abandoned,  it  is  be- 
lieved. 

VIENNA.  Aug.  11.— The  following 
communication    was   Issued    tonight:

ROMJS,  Aug.  11— it  la  officially  an- 
nounced that  the  Austrian  submarine 
U-l  2  has  been  torpedoed  and  sunk 
with  all  hands  In  the  upper  Adriatic 
Men  by  an  Italian  submarine. 

The  announcement  was  made  In  a 
statement  Issued  by  the  navy  depart- 
ment, which  added: 

"This  morning  two  Austrian  torpedo 
boat  destroyers  bombarded  Karl,  Santo 
Hplrlto  and  Molfetta  (southern  Italy,  on 
the  Adriatic),  one  civilian  was  killed 
and  seven  wounded.  There  was  no  ap- 
preciable  material    damage." 

The  17-1 1  was  of  the  latest  type  or 
submarines  In  the  Austrian  navy.  She 
was  built  In  lot!,  and  had  a  displace- 
ment of  l.eoo  tons.  She  was  l'©5  feet 
long,  «  feet  beam  and  carried  five 
torpedo  tubes.  Mer  maximum  speed 
was  eighteen  knots  above  water  and  tea 
knota  submerged. 


PARIS,.  Aug.  11. — The  following  of- 
ficial communication  was  issued  to-

"In  the  Artols  artillery '  lighting  Is 
reported  to  have  taken  place  in  the 
sector  qprth.

"In  the  Arg'onne.  the  bombardment

lowed by  a  German  attack,  made  by  a»' 
leant,  three  regiments,  against  our  po-

"In  the  centre  of  this  sector  the  Ger- 
mans succeeded  in  penetrating  our  po- 
sitions, from  which,  however,  they 
were  driven  by  our  counter-attack 
during  the  day.  Only  a  portion  of  our 
first,  line  trenches  remained  In  their 
hands.  The  prisoners  captured  by  us 
belong   to   the   Wurttembifsg  corps. 

"More  to  the  east,  toward  -Che.  Kon- 
talne-aux-Charges,  the  enemy  made  an 
attack  against  our  trenches,  which  was 
completely  repulsed.  • 

"In  the  forest  of  Le  Pretre  and  in 
the  Vosges  at  Unge  and  tillsenflrst,'  a 
rather  violent  cannonading  la  in  pro- 
gress." 

The  War  Office  this  afternoon  gavo 
out  the  following  report  on  the  pro- 
gress of  hostilities:  '

spirited  cannonading  last  night,  and 
close  to  Souchea  a  German  attack  with 
bombs   was   repulsed.

AMSTERDAM.  Aug.  11.— German  posi- 
tions on  the  Belgian  coast  have  been 
attacked  from  both  sea  and  air  during 
the  past  forty-eight  hours. 

A  squadron  of  British  warships  bom- 
barded the  German  positions  from  Os~ 
tend  to  Zeebrugge,  said  a  Sluts  dispatch 
received  today.  The  German  batteries 
among  tho  dungs  shelled  the  ships  heav- 
ily, but  It  Is  believed  all  were  practically 
undamaged,  on  Tuesday  the  French  and 
British  aeroplanes  dropped  bombs  u|>on 
the  Gorman  cantonments  and  the  rail* 
way  station  at  Bruges.  Several  -  build- 
ings were  set  on  tiro. 


SERBIA  MAY  YIELD 


LONDON,  Aug.  11.— The  small  British 
patrol  ship  Ramsey,  was  surik  In  the 
North  Sea  by  the  German  eteamshtp 
Meteor,  It  was  announced  officially  to- 
night.   .„.  , 

Th«  Meteor,  as  she  was  being  chased 
by  British  vsssels,  was  blown  up  by  her 
commander,  the  statement  adds. 

The  text  of  the  statement  follows: 

-II. M.S.  Ramsey,  Lieut  S.>  Baby, 
R.N. R.,  a  small  armed  patrol  vessel, 
was  sunk     by  the  German     armed  fleet 

Miliary  steamship  Meteor  on  the 
of  August  in  ths  North  Sea.     Four  offi- 
cers and  thirty-nine  men  were  saved." 

The  Admiralty  In  a  casualty  list 
issued  tonight  said  five  officers  were  lost 
In  the  sinking  of  the  Ramsey,  and  that 
two  were  lost  In  the  sinking  of  the  tor- 
pedo boat  destroyer  Lynx  when  she 
struck  a  mine  In  the  North  Sea  last] 
Monday. 

AMSTERDAM,  Aug.  11.— The  German 
version  of  tho  exploits  of  the  auxiliary 
Meteor,  which  was  blown  .up  by  her 
commander  to  escape  capture  by  British 
warships.  Is  contained  In  an  official 
statement  Issued  by  the  Admiralty  at 
Berlin.  The  statement  says:  "The  aux- 
iliary vessel  Meteor,  after  having  boldly 
broken  through  the  British  watching 
forces,  waged  a  commercial  war.  On 
Saturday  night  she  encountered  the/ 
British  auxiliary  cruiser  Ramsey  which 
tho  Meteor  attacked  and  destroyed,  sav- 
ing forty  members  of  the  crew  and  four 
officers. . 

"The  following  day  four  British 
cruisers  surrounded  the  Meteor.  As 
tho  battle  was,  hopeless  and  escape  Im- 
probable. Commander  Behnks  sank  ths 
Meteor  after  the  crew,  British  prlsom-rs 
sad  the  crew  of  a  sailing  ship  which  it 
had  sunk  as. a  prise,  had  been  secured. 
Ths  Meteor's*  entire  crow  safely  reached 
a  German  port." 

The  report  states  that  the  Meteor 
whs  a  merchantman  outfitted  an  a  mine 
layer.

LONDON,  Aug.  11.— General  sir  Ian 
Hamilton  reports  from  the  Dardanelles 
that  the  area  held  by  the  Allies  In  the 
Ansae  -zone  of  the  Galllpoll  Peninsula 
has  been  nearly  trebled.  Five  out  of 
six  guns  lb  the  Turkish  Asiatic  batteries 
are  reported  to  have  been  put  out  of 
action  by  the  French  battleship  St 
Louis. 

The  announcement  was  mad*  In  an 
official  statement  given  out  tonight 
which  read: 

"The  latest  report  from. Sir  Ian  Ham- 
ilton states'  that  severe  fighting  con- 
tinued yesterday  on  ths  Oaltlpoll  Pen- 
insula, In  the  Ansae  sbne  and. In  that 
region  to  the  north.  The  positions  oc- 
cupied were  slightly  varied  In  places 
but  the  general  result  Is  that  ths- area 
held  in  the  Ansae  district  has  been 
nearly  trebled,  owing  chiefly  to  the  gal- 
lantry and  dash  of  the  Australian  and 
New  Zealand  troops. 

"While  to  the  north  no  farther  pro- 
gress has  yet  been  made,. the  troopa 
have  inflicted  heavy  losses  en  the 
enemy,  and  the  French  battleship  St. 
Loots  Is  ispsrtsd  to  hare  put  out '  of 
action  firs  oat  of  ate  gnus  In  the  Asiatic 
bettertoe. 

COlfgTAirrmoPLK,     Aug.     li— The 
innieatton  won  la- 
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The  renewed  offensive  of  the  British 
troops  at  the  Dardanelles  and  the  ap- 
pointment of  General  Maurice  Sarrall 
to  lead  the  French  forces  are  token  as 
confirmation .  of  previous  reports  that 
the  strait  operations  will  be  carried  on 
to  a  definite  conclusion  as  soon  as  pos- 
sible. With  Bulgarian  and  Greek  .  ar- 
mies assisting  the  Allies  believe  they 
can  roll  the  Turkish  army  back  Into 
Asia  and  clear  the  Dardanelles  and  ths 
Bosphorus  for  ths  relief  of  Russia. 

■Roumania,  which  was  ready  to  follow 
Italy  tp  declaring  war  on  Austria,  but 
was  .deterred  *  by  the  Austro-Oermsn 
victories  la  Gallela,  will  undoubtedly 
follow  Bulgaria  and  Greece  Into  the 
fray. 

A  dispatch  from  Bucharest  received 
today  said  that  the  Internal  conditions 
of  Roumsnla  are  serious. 

"Six  hundred'  thousand  carloads  of 
wheat,  representing  the  crops  of  this 
year  and  last,  ars  prevented  from  ship- 
ment by  the  war,  and  the  peasants  are 
beginning  to  show  a  threatening  atti- 
tude. Unless  the  government  does 
something  to  rellere  the  situation,  a 
revolt  similar  to  that  Of  1tt7  la  fed  red. 

"It  is  believed  tho  Government  weald 
bo  influenced  by  these  csnalssistioas 
and  hasten  Its  m  tea  rent  km  In  flavor  Of 
ths  Entente  powers,  gfvtng  early  old  In 
ths  effort  to  force  the  TmrohasTlaa.

LONDON.  Aug.  11.— While  the  Rus- 
sisns  sre  fighting  desperately  to  ex- 
tricate themselves  from  the  cordon  of 
Austro-Germau  troops  which  is  steadily 
pressing  them  more  closely  In  Poland. 
their  Alltbs  are  working  feverishly  and 
with  considerable  success  to  open  the 
Dardanelles  through  which  they  hope  to 
pour  into  Russia  much  needed  muni- 
tions of -war. 

Since  Saturday  night,  when  fresh 
British  forces  were  landed  on  Galllpoll 
Peninsula,  tiere  has  been  elmost  >on- 
trnuuus  flghtln".  on  the  Krlthls — rosd. 
In  these  operations,  the  Australians  end 
New  Zealanders  In  the  "Ansae"  regions. 
a  name  taken  from  the  Initial  letters 
of  the  words  "Australian-New  Zealand 
Army  Corps,"  have  co-operated  with  new 
forces  to  the  north.  Following  the  suc- 
cesses of  the  troopa  on  the  Krlthls  rood, 
and  thoss  to  the  north  of  ths  Anr.se 
sone,  the  Australians  and  New  Zea- 
landers took  the  offensive  yesterday  and 
succeeded  In  trebling  the  area  formerly 
held  by  them.  Their  comrades  to  the 
north  who  assisted  them,  made  no  fur- 
ther progress,  however. 

Simultaneously  the  French  battleship 
st.  Louis  attacked  the  Turkish  batteries 
on  the  Asiatic  side  of  ths  strslts  which 
had  been  shelling  the  Allies'  position  on 
the  peninsula  and  put  five  guns  out  of 
commission. 

These  actions  sre  believed  In  London 
to  be  preliminary  to  a  more  ambitious 
attempt  which  has  been  planned  by  the 
Anglo-French  commanders  to  sweep  tho 
Turks  before  them. '  Very  heavy  losses, 
which  already  have  b*en  inflicted  on  the 
Turks,  have  had  a  discouraging  affect 
upon  the  Ottoman  troopa,  according  tn> 
reports  from  Greece. 

On  the  BaabsrlifnrTowlr :1WVno  la  fh«< 
danger  point  In  the  Russian  line.  Ths 
armies  of  the  Orand  Duke  Nicholas,  ap- 
parently have  arrested  the  German  of- 
fensive against  .Hlgjt  and  Dvlnsk,  but  are 
being  hard  pressed  on  ths  Kovno  front, 
which  the  Germans  are  attacking  with 
guns  of  all  calibres,  Including  the  fa- 
mous slxteen-lnch  cannon  which  no 
fortress  has  been  able  to  withstand. 

On  ths  Western  front  little  has  hap- 
pened beyond  the  usual  artillery  en- 
gagements. 

German  submarines  have  renewed 
their  activity,  and  during  the  lest  three 
days  have  sunk  eighteen  vessels,  ton  of 
which  were  ■  trawlers  and  four  of  which 
bclbnged  to  neutral  cejntrlea.  the  British 
pafrol  boat  Ramsay  also  has  been  sunk 
by  the  Gsrihan  auxiliary  cruiser  Meteor 
In  the.  North  Sea.  The  commander  of 
the  Meteor,  realising  that  escape  from 
purs-jlng  British  vessels  was  impossible. 
abmConed   his  ship  end     blew  her  up.

FRA8ER  VAL.LBY,  B.C.,  Aug.  11.— 
Fire*  continue  to  rage  throughout  the 
Valley,  and  at  present  are  more  seri- 
ous In  the  Bradner  and  Lombard  dis- 
tricts and  in  the  vicinity  of  Kennedy 
station.  At  the  latter  place  today, 
while  the  B.C.B.R.  transformer  station 
Is  now  out  of  danger,  the  fire  Is  burning 
more  fiercely  than  ever  towards  the 
Tale  road  and  river.

Fires,  without  number'  are  awaeplng 
through  the  district  in  the  South  Fnaaer 
from  the  upper  reaches  of  the  Delta  to 
above  the  Human  district.  The  situation 
la  now  extremely  critical  In  many 
places,  and  while  no  serious  damage  or 
loss  of  life  has  been  reported.  It  Is  feared 
that  when  all  reporte  are  received  that 
some  fatalities  will  be  recorded.  New- 
ton and  the  Abbottsford  district  have 
suffered  the  most  so  far,  and  unless  rain 
comes  speedily  Longley  and  Mataqut 
will  have  a  heavy  fire  less.  Boat  of 
Huntingdon  a  large  force  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Dominion  rangera  is 
now  fighting  the  fire  night  and  day.

■  The  promotion  of  Sir  David  Beatty  to 
be  vice-admiral,  announced  today,  is  bu» 
confirmation  of  -the  acting  rank  be- 
stowed upon  htm  at  the  outbreak  of  the 
war.  On  August  15,  1314.  It  was  an- 
nounced that  Rear  Admiral  Beatty, 
K.C.B.,  M.V.O..  D.S.O..  commanding  the 
first  battle  cruiser  squadron,  had  re- 
ceived the  acting  rank  of  vice-admlra'i. 

This  appointment  was  made  public  in 
Canada  on  August  26  and  in  commenting 
on  the  appointment  the  Weatern  Asso- 
ciated Presa  said: 

"His  well-known  dash  and  courage 
shoujd  find  full  scope  with  the  splendid 
battle  cruisers  In  the  squadron  in  whlc. 
ho  is  in  charge." 

Two  days  later  the  battle  of  Heligo- 
land was  fought  and  81r  Davld'a 
squadron  achieved  a  notable  vlcturjr, 
sinking  four  Oerman  warships  In  the 
teeth  of  their  own  land  defences  on 
Heligoland,  A  few  months  later,  in 
January,  1916,  the  first  battle  cruiser 
squadron  cut  off  a  Oerman  raiding 
squadron  of  battle  cruisers,  hammering 
them  terrifically  end  sending  the 
Bluecher  to  the  bottom.

As  England  was  ready  to  fight 
to  defend  an  old  treaty  regarding  Bel- 
gium, so  Russia,  with  Franco  and  Ser- 
bia— who,  it  Is  asserted,  also  received 
overtures  of  peace — will  not  break  her 
recent  treaty  with  England,  whatever 
the  cost. 

Writers  of  the  Bernhardl  and  Trlet- 
schke  school,  It  Is  declared,  have  per- 
suaded Oermany  that  nstlonal  exigency 
is  more  important  than  honor,  but 
they  will  find  that  the  Allies  hold  the 
opposite  view.  Despite  the  Oerman  of- 
fers and  the  pope'a  appeals  and  neutral 
peace  leagues,  the  Allies  intend  to  fight 
until  Oermany  Is  beaten  thoroughly. 
Teace  without  victory,  it  Is  asserted, 
means  a  worse  struggle  for  future  gen- 
erations. The  Allies  are  fighting  to 
save  them.

NEW  YORK,  Aug.  11— A  spseiai  train 
carrying  M«,«««.ooo  wortn  of  gold  •net 
avewttlta  which  had  bnen  shipped  by 
tha  Steak  of  Hngland  /rom  London  by 
way  of  Halifax,  arrived  here  today.  The 
train  wu  guarded  by  forty  armed  men. 

Of  the  tOUl  ehlpment.  |3f  ,ft00,00u  waa 
la  fold  and  was  in  the  form  of  Ameri- 
can double  eagles.  The  weight  of  the 
gold  waa  about  seventy -rive  lone.  It 
waa  amid  to  be  the  largest  .single  ship- 
ment of  gold  ever  eent  acroaa  the  At- 
lantic Ocean  in  one  vessel. 

It  waa  brought  over  in  a  British  bat- 
tleship which  was  convoyed  through 
the  war  aone  and  acroaa  by  a  cruiser 
and  a  flotilla  of  torpedo  boat  destroy- 
ers to  guard  againat  an  attack  by  Ger- 
man submarines.  Tbo  cost  of  transfer- 
rin* it  from  London  to  New  York  waa 
estimated  today  to  have  been  $250,0«o. 

It  waa  aald  that  the  British  battle- 
ship brought  over  not  only  the  i&l.OOO,- 
•00  In  gold  and  securities  for  New 
York,  but  also  a  shipment  of  gold  des- 
tined for  Canada,  whose  treasury  re- 
cently sent  sold  amounting  to  g 1 35.- 
000,000  to  New  Yorr. 

Great  secrecy  was  maintained  and 
precautions  were  taken  'to  prevent  the 
German  secret  service  from  discover- 
ing the  plan  or  route  of  forwarding 
the  gold.  At  Halifax  It  was  delivered 
into  the  custody  of  the  American  Ex- 
press Company,  and  when  the  armed 
train  left  that  city  It  was  preceded  by 
a  pilot  engine  for  the  purpose  of  testing 
bridges  and  to  frustrate  any  attempt 
to  wreck  the  train  by  the  use  of  dyna- 
mite. This  precaution  was  suggested 
by  the  exploit  of  Werner  Horn,  the  Ger-

LONDON,  Aug.  11.— Eleven  vessels 
fell  Victims  to  German  submarines  to- 
day. 

The  Admiralty  snnounced  this  after- 
noon that  the  trawlers  Young  Admiral, 
George  Crabbe  and  Utopia,  the  Nor- 
wegian bark  Morna,'  the  British  steam- 
ship Oakwood,  and  the  Russian  bark 
Baltser,  had  been  sunk  by  the  undersea 
craft,  but  that  no  Hives  were  lost. 

The  trawlera  Illustrious,  Calm,  Trevle 
and  Welcome  also  were  torpedoed  and 
sunk. 

The  British  steamship  Rosalie,  of 
J.725  tons  net,  which  sailed  from 
Shields  on  August  10  fur  -  Ban  Fran- 
cisco, haa  been  beached.  Her  crew  was 
saved. 

A  small  boat  In  which  were  the  cap- 
tain and  seven  men  of  the  Russian 
bark  Baltzer,  has  reached  land  safely. 
The  Baltser,  which  waa  of  •  343  tons 
gross  and  was  owned  in  SMks,  waa  re- 
ported last  as  having  sailed  on  June  15 
from  the  gulf  port  for  Cork. 

The  Oakwood  was  a  steamship  of 
4,379  tons  gross,  3*0  feet  long,  with  a 
beam  of  48  feet  snd  draught  of  28  feet. 
She  was  built  In  1603  and  was  owned  In 
London. 

The  Morna  sailed  on  March  28  from 
Portland,  Ore.,  for  the  United  Klng-dom. 
She  was  of  1,512  tons  gross,  prta  built  in 
1877  at  Liverpool,  and  was  owned  In

Austria    and    Germany    are, 
aaid  to  have  loat  3, 2.0,000  in  killed  and 
1,746,000  In   wounded.     Tbey  have  lost. 
In    prisoners    1.409,009.      Therefore,   as- 
suming that  19  per  cent  of  the  wounded 
have  been  able  or  may  be  able  to  take 
the   field  again,   of   the   forcer   of  Ger- 
many  and  Auatria   more  than   6,500,000 
have  been  put  bora  do  combat.

A  very  notable  feature  of  tba  atafcmeMt 
la  the  very  high  lope  of  too  Germans 
aa  compared  with  that  of  the  French. 


ever.  Meanwhile,  we  keep  the  high 
aeaa  safe  for  all  the  world,  except  our 
enemies,  outaide  of  the  little  zone  In 
whKh  German  pirates  can  operate 
agalruU  helpless  merchantmen,  trawlers 
and  fishing  boats.

All  these  functions  have  «o  far  been 
successfully  performed  by  the  British 
fleet.  No  German  ^merchant  ship  la  to 
be  found  on  the  ocean.  Allied  commerce 
is  more  eecure  from  attack,  legitimate 
and  illegitimate,  than  It  waa  after 
Trafalgar.  The  German  high  aea  fleet 
has  not  as  yet  ventured  beyond  the 
security   of   Its   protected   waters. 

No  Invasion  has  been  attempted  of 
these  ielenda.  British  troops.  In  num- 
bers unparalleled  In  history,  have  moved 
to  and  fro  across  the  aeaa  and  have 
been  effectively  supported  on  shore. 
The  greatest  of  military  powers  haa 
aeen  Ita  colonies  wreated  from  It  one 
by  one  and  hae  not  been  ab]e  to  land 
a  man  or  a  gun  in  their  defence. 

Of  a  fleet  which  has  done  thla  we 
may  not  only  say  that  It  haa  done 
much,  but  that  no  fleet  haa  ever  done 
more.  And*  we  cltlaena  of  the  British 
Empire  can  only  hope  that  the  aecond 
year  of  the  war  will  show  no  falling 
off  In  Ita  aucceaa.  aa  It,  will  aasuredly 
ehow  no  relaxation  of  Ita  efforts. 


:he  Army  and  Navy  Gaxette  of  New 
k,  which  may  be  expected  to  take  a' 
reasonable  view  of  the  facta,  says  that 
no  less  than  fifty  German  submarines 
have  been  destroyed  by  the  Allies  since 
the  War  began.  We'  do  not  think  many 
persons  would  have  put  the  number  ao 
high,  although  there  have  been  given 
out  many  statements  pointing  to  the 
probability  of  many  of  these  craft  hav- 
ing been  sunk.  The  Admiralty  is  reti- 
cent on  the  Btihject,  and  perhaps  for  the 
reason  that  to  disclose  the  facts  and  lo- 
calities would  be  to  give  valuable  in- 
formation to  the  enemy.  Naturally  the 
Germans  are  not  making  public  ev»ry 
loss  of  this  kind  which  they  suffer.

have  starved  her  out  long  ago,  has  taken 
something  above  one  hundred  and  fifty 
of  these,  including  trawlers,  fishing 
boats  and  colliers.  Meantime  the  British 
transports  sail  the  high  seas,  land  their 
troops  where  they  will.  In  England, 
France,  Kgypt,  Africa,  and  not  a  soldier 
has  been  lost  through  the  sinking  of  a 
transport.  Not  a  week  goes  by  without 
ships  carrying  contraband  of  war  leav- 
ing Canadian  ports  for  the  old  land, 
and  the  German  submarines  have  been 
Unable  to  take  e  single  toll  from  among 
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them,  although  all  the  world  knows 
that  such  ships  and  the  transports  are 
the  submarines'  most  Important  objec- 
tive.

Moat  people  will  remember  that  In  the 
early  days  of  the  war  Germany  pro- 
fessed  a  great  deal  of  righteous  Indtg- 
BtUOn  eecauaa  Betgram  had  not  con- 
sented '  to  be  a  road  over  which  ehe 
might  pass  to  deatroy  France.  She 
pointed  put  that  Luxemburg  had  been 
mueh  wlaer,  and  waa  really  enjoying 
herself  under  the  beneficent  feet  of  the 
army.  Indeed,  the  performance  waa  to 
be  oaah  in  Luxemburg'a  pocket.  We 
have  fofgotfen  Just  bow  much  money 
she  waa  to  be  paid  In  order  to  compen- 
sate her  for  permitting  the  trespassing 
hordes  of  the  Kaiser  to  cross  her  terri- 
tory. It  was  several  million  dollars,  and 
much  waa  aaid  about  how  much  better 
off  the'  Belgians  would  have  been  if 
tbey  bed  compromised  their  honor  aa  a 
people  for  a  aum  graduated  on  tbe  name 
scale. 

A  year  baa  paaaed  since  the  promise 
of  recompense  waa  made  with  ao  many 
self-laudatory  observations  by  the  Ger- 
man preas.  Nothing  baa  yet  been  paid. 
On  the  contrary,  the  country  haa  been 
reduced  to  beggary.  Tba  people  cry  out 
for  assistance.  They  are  receiving  It. 
but  not  from  Germany.  France,  bur- 
dened with  troublea  of  her  own,  has  un- 
dertaken the  relief  of  the  unhappy  Lus- 
omburgera  She  cannot  do  ao  directly, 
for  the  Oormana  atand  between  her  and 
the  suffering  duchy.  Therefore  tbey 
have  aent  money  and  supplies  to  Bwit- 
aerland,  and  a  Swiss  committee  la  ad- 
ministering  them  for  tba  relief  of  those 
•nhappy  victims  of  German  bultur. 


Two  famous  irishmen  have  been  tell- 
ing the  British  people'  of  what  part 
Ireland  la  playing  In  the  war.  One  is 
Mr.  T.  P.  O'Connor,  whose  recent  speech 
In  London  Is  described-  aa  ono  of  the 
most  inaplrlng  flights  of  oratory  which 
the  war  haa  evoked.  Here  la  an  ex- 
tract from  it: 

API  In  every  part  of  (his  drama  Ire- 
land haa  had  her  part  to  play.  When 
civilisation  stood  aghast  at  the  sack  of 
JLouvaln — Louvaln  where  O'Connell  was 
a  student  —  Irish  Indignation  burst 
fiercely  Into  flame.  When  nameless 
horrors  were  recounted,  perpetrated  by 
the  savage  invaders  of  the  Belgian 
countryside,  thla  island,  with  Us  tra- 
ditional respect  for  the  purity  of  wo- 
men, shuddered  at  the  crime.  When  a 
great  ship  traveling. on  its  peaceful 
mission  to  unite  the  American  people 
with  ourselves,  waa  plunged  In  a  mo- 
ment to  doom  by  an  act  of  piracy,  the 
bodies  of  the  murdered  victims  were 
washed  to  an  Irish  shore.  When  the 
British  army  endured  a  long  retreat 
from  Mons,  when  they  pushed  back 
acrOsa  the  Alsne,  when  they  gloriously 
carried  the  trenches  at  Neuve  Chapelle. 
the  Irish  soldier  was  always  facing  the 
foe.  I  remember  to  have  read  that  Kd- 
mund  Spenser,  writing  of  the  Elizabeth- 
an ware  in  Ireldnd,  put  it  on  record 
that  these  Irish  were  "great  acorner*  of 
death."  They  have  proved  It  in  /these 
laat  few  montha  on  many  a  bloody 
field. 

When  some  new  deed  of  gallantry 
eomea  to  be  acknowledged  on  behalf 
of  hia  people  by  the  King,  whom  we  all 
serve,  you  may  be  sure  that  Ireland 
will  be  there.  When  anxloua  eyes  scan 
the  casualty  Usta  In  dread  of  reading 
some    beloved    name,    Ireland    la    there. 


GIVES  LIFE  FOR  FATHER 

Vain   Effort   Of   Vancouver   Olrl   to  Save 

Ker  Parent  From  Drowning  in 

Waters  of  False  Greek 

VANCOUVER.  B.  C,  Aug.  11.— Mak- 
ing a  heroic  but  unsuccessful  effort  to 
aave  her  father.  Archibald  McAlonen, 
aged  50,  Eva  McAlonen,  aged  18,  gave 
her  life  yesterday  morning  shortly  be- 
fore 7  o'clock,  while  little  Besse  Mr> 
Alonen,  aged  12,  looked  on  helplessly 
and  saw  her  father  and  alster  go  to 
their  death  in  the  Waters  of  False 
Creek,  near  the  end  of  Jervls  Street 
The  bodies  were  recovered  jater,  and  all 
eftorts  to  revive  life  falling,  the  couple 
were  removed  to  the  undertaking  par- 
lors of  Ntinn,  Thompson  &  Clegg.  where 
the  Inquest  will  be  held  at  10  o'clock 
this    morning    by    Coroner    Dr.    Jeffs. 

It  seems  that  the  two  daughters  Eva 
and  Bessie  had  been  teasing  their 
father  for  the  past  few  daya  to  go 
swimming  with  them  in  the  morning, 
and  yesterday  he  consented  to  accom- 
pany them  to  their  bathing  place. 
Neither  Mr.  McAlonen  nor  his  daugh- 
ters were  powerful  swimmers,  and 
when  the  swift  current  caught  him  In 
the  outgoing  swing  he  was  lifted  off 
his  feet  and  carried  beyond  his  depth. 
His  daughter  Eva  seeing  his  plight, 
plunged  in  to  have  him,  but  the  cur- 
rent proved  too  strong,  and  the  two 
were  carried  out.  Little  Bessie  seeing 
that  she  could  not  give  personal  help, 
ran  for  aid.  but  when  she  returned  with 
Montague  Caple  and  a  Mr  Hardy,  the 
two  swimmers  had  disappeared.  A 
search  by  the  two  men  was  Instituted, 
ami  the  bodies  were  recovered  after 
some  hard  work,  which  consumed  al- 
mi  st  an  hour.  Artificial  respiration 
was  unavailing,  and  the  bodes  were 
taken  to  the  general  hospital,  where 
even  the  pulmotor  waa  unsuccessful  In 
reviving    life. 

Mr.  McAlonen  formerly  resided  on  the 
Prairies,  but  has  been  In  this  city  for 
some  eight  years,  having  been  em- 
ployed In  the  baggage  department  of 
the  Great  Northern  Railway  and  later 
in  the  service  of  the  Provincial  Govern- 
ment, In  the  sheriff's  office.  EVa,  the 
le-year-old  daughter,  who  gave  up  her 
life  In  the  unsuccessful  attempt  to  rave 
her  father,  had  only  recently  qualified 
for  the  position  Of  a  teacher  and  wis 
to  commence  teaching  In  one  of  the 
Vancouver  schools  In  September.

NANAIMO.  B.C.,  Aug.  11.— New*  of 
th*  death  of  another  Nanalmo  volunteer 
was  received  yesterday.  The  news  came 
In  the  form  of  a  i  telegram  from  the 
Mtlltla  Department  at  Ottawa  to  Mr* 
I.  Clarke,  and  stated  that  Pte.  Thomas 
Allen  Clarke,  who  hss  been  missing 
since  tbe  battle  of  Teres  In  May,  Is 
posted  as  dead  on  the  German  casualty 
list. 

Private  Clarke  was  attached  to  the 
Tth  Battalion  and  left  with  the  1st  Can- 
adian Contingent.  tils  mother  has  had 
no  word  of  "him  since  the  fight  around 
Ypree  In  Mey.  until  she  received  this 
message  yssterday  announcing  his. 
death. 

IV  la  noteworthy  that  Mrs.  Clarke  has 
another  son,  Donald,  at  the  front,  and  a' 
third.  Charles.  I*  training  at  Ladj smith. 
A  son-in-law  is  also  with  th*  .  eater* 
and  n  younger  son  also  Is  desirous  of 
enlisting  as  soon  as  he  Is  able.  This  is 
surely  a  noble  record  of  patriotic  s*r- 
nee  in'  a  single  family. 


Although  the  80th  Battalion,  "Corps 
of  Pioneers,"  will  have  Us  headquar- 
ters In  Victoria,  enlistment  Is  not  to 
be  confined  to  the  Island  nor  to  the 
Province,  but  Is  to  take  place  through- 
out the  Canadian  West.  Lleut.-Col. 
Hodglns,  the  commanding  officer,  stat- 
ed yesterday,  In  discussing  his  plans, 
thst  the  establishment  la  to  be  repre- 
sentative of  Manitoba,  Saskatchewan 
and  Alberta,  as  well  as  of  British  Co- 
lumbia. The  idea  that  the  entire  corps 
is  to  he  taken  from  the  Pacific  Coast 
section    is    erroneous. 

Col.  Hodglns  stated  that  his  organiz- 
ation was  not  yet  far  enough  advanced 
to  permit  the  taking  on  of  large  num- 
bers of  recrultB.  He  docs  not  wish,  to 
begin  this  work  until  the  equipment  Is 
ready  for  distribution  among  the  men. 
Because  of  the  special  character  of  the 
duties  which  the  battalion  will 
be  required  to  perform  at  the  front.  It 
Is  not  the  Intention  to  accept  all.  who 
apply  without  regard  to  .their  qualifi- 
cations. _  I  teem  its  must  be  something' 
more  than  physically  fit.  -It  Is  neces- 
sary that  they  have  mechanical,  knowl- 
edge, or  are  possessed  of  some  experience 
In  railroad  construction,  or  are 
equipped  to  take.  *  hand  in  the  some* 
what  technical  work  which  an  engineer- 
ing corps  must  undertake  on  the  line 
of  fire. 

Many  of  those  who  serve  with  the 
"Corps  of  Pioneers"  It  Is  assumed  will 
come  from  the  railway  construction 
camps  of  the  Western  Provinces.  There 
are  large  numbers  of  such  men  avall- 
abie  in  .-rttlsh  Columbia'  and  sister 
provinces,  and  unquestionably  they  will 
Join'  the  colors  when  it  la  learned  that 
provision  had  been  made  for  the  prof- 
itable use  or  the  experience  they  have 
been  gaining  In  their  dairy  work  of 
developing  the  transportation  facilities 
In  the  great  sparsely  populated  sections 
of  the  Dominion.  The  problem  is  to 
reach  them  and,  with  a  view  to  solving 
this,  recruiting  depots  are  to  be  estab- 
lished in  many  of  the  principal  com- 
munities. Col.  Hodglng  does  not  think 
there  will  be  any  difficulty  In  procur- 
ing all  the  men  wanted  of  the  type  In- 
dicated. \

A  Berlin  dispatch  to  an  American 
exchange  states  that  in  Germany  tho 
actual  buatness  of  the  Reichstag  and 
of  th*  variona  diets  Is  carried  out  by  a 
"budget  commission,"  In  *hlch  the  dif- 
ferent parties -are  represented  In  th* 
ratio  of  their  numerical  strength.  Tho 
meetings  of  the  commission  are  confi- 
dential, a  formal  summary  only  of  Ita 
deliberation*  being  Issued  to  the  press, 
and  In  the  full  session  of  the  house  Its 
reports  and  recommendations  form  »ho 
basis  of  the  resolutions  sdopted. 

Even  from  the  brief  accounts  of  the 
proceedings  which  have  been  Issued,  It 
Is  clear  that  to*  recent  deliberations 
of  the  budget  commission  of  the  Prus- 
sian diet  were  of  special  Interest.  A 
petition  had  be*n  signed  by  all  parties 
Ih  the  House  requesting  Information 
from  the  Government  as  .to  what  meas- 
ures had  been,  or  wer*  to  be  taken 
concerning: 

— 1.  Tli*  insurance  ef  ■  syppties  for  ths- 
army,  the  fleet,  and  th*  people,  particu- 
larly with  reference  to  the  new  harvest. 

2.  The  Industrial  situation,  and  so 
forth. 

3.  The  maintenance  of  soldiers'  fam- 
ine* 

4.  The  restoration  of  the  province  of 
Hast  Prussia. 

The  commission  therefore  held  no  less 
than  ten  long  meetings  with  a  view  to 
collecting  the  desired  information.  At 
most  of  these  meetings  the  commission 
wss  occupied  with  the  question  of  sup* 
piles,  but  there  ires  also  lengthy  dis- 
cussion of  the  Industrial  situation,  the 
account  of  which  formed  interesting 
reeding.  Herr  Hlrseh.  deputy  for  Kasen, 
who  Introduced,  th*  subject,  declared 
that  although  the'  economic  situation 
was  not  brilliant.  Germany  would  he 
able  to  hold  out  In  that  respect.  If  con- 
ditions remained  as  they  were  then. 
The  maintenance,  as  far  as  possible,  of 
Industrial  activity  was,  he  pointed  out. 
correlative  to  the  endurance  and  success 
of  their  armies  In  the  field,  and  te  that 
end  h*  recommended,  among  other 
things,  that  those  artisans  and  officials 
Rocsssary  te  the  eentlnnstlon  of  indus- 
trial undertaklnga  should  be  esompt 
from  military  service.  He  also  referred 
to  the  ImpertenC*  of  providing  betimes 
for  the  preservation  of  commerce,  and 
especially  of  th*  export  trade,  after  the 
war.  and  held  that  steps  should  b*  taken 
new  to  facilitate  transportation,  and  so 
forth,  and  th*»  bureaucratic  Interference 
and  pellc*  -regulations  should  b*  s voided 
a*  far  as  possible.  He  then  examined 
the  position  of  sarteu*  branch**  of  In- 
dustry, and  Indicated  the  messurcs  that 
might  he  adopted  far  the  production  of

Into  consideration  the  need  for  retain- 
ing sufficient  hands  to  maintain  and  in- 
crease that  output  With  regard  to 
wages,    the   minister    agreed    that    that 

question  must  not  be  mixed  up  with 
that  of  overtime.  The  workers  had  read. 
Ily  assented  to  work  overtime,  and  the 
necessity  for  so  doing  bed  been  recog- 
nised by  their  organisations.  On  tlio 
other  hand,  the  necessity  for  s  rise  i  1 
wsgss  wss  obvious  owing  to  th*  In- 
cressed  cpst  of  living,  which  nmountcd 
to  about  25  par  cent  in  the  Rhenish- 
W  estphallsn  i-oal  district.  As  offlclsl 
stntlstles  would  show,  wsges  had  al- 
ready risen,  and  would  certainly  be 
raised  in  the  future,  but  It  must  be  re- 
membered at  the  same  time  that  coal- 
mining profits  had  decreased  instead  of 
Increasing.  Finally,  the  minister  of 
commerce  Intimated  that  the  proposal 
for  the  establishment  of  committees  on 
which  the  men  were  to  be  represented, 
**Mt,  wnicfi  were  te  settle  questions  con- 
cerning overtime  and  wages,  had  been 
rejected,  "on  account  of  the  proposed 
nature  of  their  composition."  The  mine 
authorities  lied,  therefore,  been  Instruct- 
ed te  Intervene  In  any  cases  of  dispute, 
and  dhelr  mediation  had  already  proved 
successful. 

llerr  Llppmsnn.  of  Stettin*,  then  spoke 
on  the  conditions  of  th*  money  market 
and  of  trade.  Th*  war,  he  said,  had 
dealt  the  latter  heavy  blows.  Their 
overseas  trade  was  completely  at  a 
standstill,  and  Internal  commerce  wss 
affected  by  the  necessities  of  th*  war, 
whleh  had  tended  to  centralis*  trade  in 
th*  hands  of  a  number  of  war  companies. 
He  recommended  that  the  latter  should 
purchase  tbe  requirements  for  the  sney 
and  so  forth  from  as  many  different 
firms  as  possible,  and  also  that,  when 
goods  wore  requisitioned,  the  price  paid 
should  correspond  adequately  to  the  pur- 
chase money.  This  bed  not  been  the 
esse  with  the  reserves  of  rice  and  wool. 
He  else  complained  that  the  price  of 
sugar  was  high,  and  urged  that  th*  en- 
tire supply  should  be  at  the  disposal  of 
consumer*  With  reference  to  financial 
matters,  he  deplored  th*  withdrawal  of 
the  exchsnae  moratorium,  but  approved 
of  the  measures  taken  with  regard  to 
the  German  branch**  of  firms  in  belli* 
gerent  countries.  After  the  voluntary 
closure  of  tbe  Berlin  bourse,  he  con- 
tinued, an  inform*!  exchange  business 
was  developed  In  Berlin,  which  had 
been  extended  sines  June  by  th*  Inter- 
vention of  th*  bank*  an  Intervention 
which  bed  been  arranged  on  such  Unas 
that  no  disadvantage  aonld  accree  from 
It.

CP.fi,  Co-operates  With  Gov- 
ernment to  Relieve  Unem- 
ployed Situation  in  B.  C. — 
Farming  ExperienceNeeded, 


The  C.  P.  R.  will  co-operate  with  the 
authorities  in  the  effort  to  relieve  the 
unemployed  situation  in  this  Province 
by  taking  advantage  of  the  demand  for 
labor  in  the  Prairie  Province*  during 
the    harvest    season    and   will     put    into 


effect  a  special  excursion  rate  of  one 
cent  per  mile  to  men  bound  East,  and 
one  and  one-half  cents  per  mile  for  the 
return  trip. 

In  the  absence  of  the  Premier,  this 
statement  was  made  yesterday  by  the 
Hon.  W.  J.  Bowser,  who  explained  thst 
ths  Government  was  In  receipt  of  a 
telegram  from  the  Hon.  Martin  Burrell, 
Minister  of  Agriculture  In  the  Federal 
Government,  pointing  out  the  terms 
of  the  arrangement  which  had  been 
made  with  the  C.  P.  R. 

The  rates  named  are  considered  ex- 
ceptionally favorable  and  are  expected 
to  induce  a  considerable  number  of  men 
in  British  Columbia  to  arrange  to  go 
and  take  up  work  on  the  Prairies.  A 
rough  calculation  Indicates  that  the 
fare,  under  the  excursion  rate,  to  Cal- 
gary will  be,  approximately,  SB,  and  to 
Winnipeg  112.50, 

"1  think  the  C.  P.  R.  hae  shown  a  dis- 
position to  act  very  generously,"  said 
Mr.  Bowser.  "We  arc  hopeful  that  a 
great  deal  of  good  will  be  accomplished 
towards  relieving  the  unemployed 
situation  In  British  Columbia,  parti- 
cularly at  the  Coast  cities. 

"Mr.  P.  R.  Fleming,  Provincial  relief 
officer,  goes  to  Vancouver  tonight  and 
will  get  In  touch  with  the  C.  p.  R.  of- 
ficials end  complete  arrangements  for 
the  handling  of  the  men  and  if  pos- 
sible fix  dates  for  the  excursions,  which 
will  be  duly  advertised.  Part  of  Mr. 
Fleming's  duties  will  be  to  get  certifi- 
cates from  the  various  municipalities 
hs  to  the  number  or  the  men  registered 
as  available  for  harvesting  work,  as 
well  as  evidence  of  their  fitness. 
aaperteaeed  ilea  Wanted 

"Some  time  ago,  at  the  suggestion  of 
the  Government,  registration  buresus 
were  opened  at  Victoria,  Saanlch,  Van- 
couver, South  Vancouver.  Burnaby  and 
New  Westminster.  Preferably  the  ween 
who  go  should  only  be  those  who' have 
had  experience  in  farm  life,  or  who  can. 
readily  adapt  themselves  to  that  form 
of  labor.  It  would  be  most  unwise  to 
attempt  to  force  upon  the  farmers  of 
the  Prairie*  a  class  of  labor  which 
might  prove  unsuitable. 

"The  Municipality  of  Burnaby,  I 
understand,  has  already  registered  about 
250  men,  who  are  excellently  fitted  for 
the  work.  Theee  men  should  be  able  to 
leave  for  the  Prairies  very  shortly.  It 
will  now  be  the  duty  of  the  officers  of 
the  Provincial  Government  and  the 
various  municipalities  to  work  closely 
with  the  C.  P.  R.  and  to  aee  that  there 
ehsll  be  quick  delivery  of  the  men  who 
are  available.  There  le  not  much  time 
to  lose,  as  the  C.  P.  R.  will  not  he  able 
to  commence  runntng    its    special     low

He  purposed  dealing  with  three  ques- 
tions—the land  policy,  the  matter  of  the 
purchase  of  the  submarines,  and  the 
work  which  he  had  been  sble  to  sccom- 
pllsh  on  behalf  of  his  constluency.  In 
respect  to  the  land  policy,  he  contended

Millions  of  acres  were  available  for  the 
pre-eraptor.  Last  year  the  number  of 
pre-emptors  had  been  double  that  of  any 
previous  year.  They  must  remember 
that  the  land  problem  was  very  different 
in  British  Columbia  to  whst  It  was  on 
the  prslries.  Where  the  topographical 
features  all  lent  themselves  to  easy  ad- 
ministration of  the  country. 
Prevented    Attack 

In  connection  with  the  matter  of  the 
submsrlne  Inquiry,  Mr.  Ebcrts  went  Into 
the  matter  very  fully.  The  facts  were 
that  It  was  vital  to  the  Coast  cities  of 
British  Columbia  that  the  vessels  should 
be  purchased  at  the  outbreak  of  war 
and  purchased  quickly,  aa  German  cruis- 
ers were  approaching  these  waters,  and 
It  was  only  as  a  result  of  the  acquire- 
ment of  the  submarines  that  Vancouver 
and  Victoria  were  saved  from  dent  ruc- 
tion. It  was  well  known  to  those  In  au- 
thority that  German  sailors  rescued  by 
the  Kent  from  the  Nuernberg  had  said 
thst  the  German  cruisers  would  certain- 
ly have  come  to  Victoria  had  It  not 
been  for  the  submarines,  sir  Richard 
Mc Bride  courted  the  fullest  inquiry  In- 
to the  matter  of  the  purchase  of  the 
ships,  snd  when  Sir  Charles  Davidson 
opened  his  Inquiry  here  In  a  few  weeks' 
time,  he  did  not  think  that  the  slander- 
ers would  be  much  In  evidence. 

Turning  to  a  consideration  of  ths 
work  he  had  been  sble  to  accomplish 
on  behalf  of  his  constituency  during  the 
present  term.

rree  Te»t-Books 

There  Is  an  agitation  In  the  United 
States  for  state-supplied  text-books. 
This  plan  has  been  adopted  In  Califor- 
nia, which  also  prints  Its  own  text- 
books. 

The  universal  experience  In  the 
schools  of  this  Province  Is  that  the 
free  text-book  system  has  resulted  In 
great  economy.  The  children  take  far 
more  care  of  the  books  which  are  the 
school's  '  property  than  they  were  ac- 
customed to  do  with  those  bought  and 
paid  for  by  the  parents.  Even  when, 
as  In  the  case  of  some  of  the  books,  the 
child  is  given  a  book  outright,  he  takes 
good  care  that  he  will  not  be  obliged  to 
replace  It  with  a  new  one.  The  fact 
that  the  teacher  has  to  render  a  strict 
account  of  all  books  supplied  has 
something- to  do  with  this.  It  la,  never- 
theless, good  training  In  community 
ownership. 

The  Government  Is,  of  course,  in  a 
position  to  buy  much  cheaper  than  the. 
Individual  parent,  and  the  people  of  tho 
Province  are  saved  the  middle  .man's 
profits.  The  more  expensive  books 
are  kept  In  use  as  long  as  they  are  In 
good  order. 

A  Oreat  Chang* 

No  change  Is  more  marked  In  the 
great  houaes  of  Great  Britain  than  the 
substitution  of  women  servants  for  the 
butlers  and  the  footmen  of  the  days 
before  the  war.  The  change  la  not  uni- 
versal, seme  of  the  more  splendid  es- 
tablishments still  going  on  In  the  old 
way.  It  Is  not  likely,  however,  that 
when  the  head  of  the  house  and  his 
sons  are  serving  their  country,  young 
and  active  men  would  either  wish  or 
be  allowed  to  remain  In  the  capacity 
or  servants.  Their  places'  are,  as  a  rule, 
taken  by  nicely  dreaaed  women,  who 
perform  the  duties  efficiently,  and  are 
asalsted  by  maids  who  do  the  necessary 
tasks  of  cooking  and  cleaning  and  keep- 
ing tho  house  In  order.  It  Is  scarcely 
likely,  when  the  war  la  over,  that 
things  will  return  to  their  former  con- 
ditions, so  far  a*  household  economy 
Is  concerned.  For  one  thing,  the  mis- 
tress will  have  learned  the  pleasure  of 
doing  many  things  formerly  left  to 
servants.  It  will  be  necessary  to  prac- 
tise economy,  and  fewer  servants  will 
be  kept.  I  The  men.  too,  will,  many  of 
them,  be  anxious  to  live  more  useful 
and   aetlv  Uvea.         ■     -■

for  many  a  lonely  man  or  woman,  for 
she  works  with  the  charitable  society. 

In  some  parts  of  the  Middle  West 
and  on  the  Mainland  of  our  own  Prov- 
ince there  are  little  hospitals  from 
which  nurses  may  be  sent  to  scattered 
homea  or  to  which  patients  may  be 
brought  to  be  cared  for.  Theae  have 
been  a  great  boon,  especially "  to  young 
couples  at  work  on  isolated  farms.  They 
are  not  only  placea  of  healing  ,but  of 
enlightenment    to    many    a    girl    wife. 

In  large  cities  the  aid  of  the  nurses 
of  the  Victorian  Order  Is  called  In  when 
epidemics  are  taking  their  toll  in  the 
tenement  districts.  Typhoid  patients 
are  very  often  nursed  back  to  health  In 
Montreal  and  Ottawa  by  the  District 
Nurses. 

In  our  own  city  too  few  people  recog- 
nize the  amount  of  work  the  two  nuraes, 
which  are  all  that  the  branch  can  cm- 
ploy  have  been  able  to  accomplish.  This 
district  takes  In  the  surrounding  muni- 
cipalities of  Oak  Bay,  Esquimau  and 
part  of  Saanich.  Last  month  more  than 
ten  calls  were  paid  each  day.  When 
the  dlatanee  covered  and  the  nature  of 
the  work  done  la  considered  It  will  be 
seen  that  no  crest  increase  mill  be  pos- 
sible unless    another   nurse    Is   engaged. 

Yet  Mlsa  Wallace  and  her  assistant, 
Miss  Turner,  are  eager  to  lend  more 
help  at  a  time  when  without  their  min- 
istrations it  is  hard  to  see  how  recovery 
would  be  possible  for  hundreds  of  peo- 
ple. While  they  are  here  Victorians 
may  be  sure  that  no  one  need  suffer  for 
want  of  the  help  that  a  skilled  nurse 
can  give.

A  Kohls 

The  Victorian  Order  of  Nurses  is  en- 
gaged all  over  Canada  In  fighting  dis- 
eases. In  every  community  of  any  sue 
detachments  of  them  are  at  work,  and 
they  are  pushing  their  outposts  into 
the  wilderness  if  men  and  women  hsve 
gone  there  to  make  their  homea.  Their 
special  care  is  the  mothers  and  their 
babies.  In  lowly  homes  they  work  with 
might  and  main  that  the  mothera  shall, 
as  soon  as  possible,  gain  strength  for 
the  care  of  their  families,  end  that  the 
babies  shall  be  healthy  and  well  fitted 
for  the  battle 'of  life  upon  which  they 
are  entering.  Very  unpretentious  .  wo- 
men most  of  these  are.  There  la  little 
of  professional  pride  about  them,  skilful 
though  they  are.  In  their  serviceable 
uniforms  they  may  bs  seen  In  the  streets 
and  on  the  cara.  but  very  seldom  at 
social  functions  of  any  kind.  They 
are  far  too  buay  to  think  of  any  enjoy- 
ment which  has  not  some  connection 
with  their  chosen   work. 

There  may  be  exceptions,  but  most  of 
these  nurses  show  the  devotion  of  the 
sisters  of  Mercy  in  the  cities  of  the 
Old  World.  They  work  and  teach  for 
a  salary  which  most  people  would  con- 
sider, very  inadequate.  Mothers  must  be 
helped  to  care  for  their  babies  and 
taught  ta  roar  them  properly,  eons- 
times  they  must  be  shown  how  to  keep 
their  bouses  clean,  as  well  as  how  to 
oook.  and  to  do  many  other  things  need- 
ful for  health  and  comfort 

It  must  not  bs  thought,  however,  that 
tho  nana*  of  the  Victorian  Order  eea- 
flne  themselves  to  maternity  work  and 
the  social  service  which  this  neeesel- 
tatea.  Tb*  chronic  Invalid  Pads  In  the 
visiting  nurse  a  devoted  friend.

Hitherto  Vic- 
torians have  been  very  generoua  and,  It 
Is  to  be  hoped,  that  support  will  con- 
tinue to  be  given  to- what  la  truly  a 
Christian  work,  carried  out  in  the  spirit 
of  Him  who  went  about  doing  good. 

Tobacco   at  the  Trent 

If  tobacco  will  help  the  men  at  the 
front  those  who  are  enjoying  the  com- 
forts of  home  should  be  ready  to  send 
it  to  them.  This  Is  no  time  for 
soldiers  to  .  practice  needless  self- 
denial.  Whether  or  not  men  should 
amoke  Is  not  the  question.  The  ma- 
jority of  Canadian  soldiers  do  smoke, 
and  to  give  up  smoking  would,  tem- 
porarily at  least,  add  to  the  many  dis- 
comforts they  are  suffering.  Those  »h. 
have  not  contracted  the  habit  need  not 
use  the  tobacco  supplied. 

There  Is  no  need  to  eneoursge  smok- 
ing at  home.  In  times  of  peace  tha 
boys  and  men  who  study  physical  laws 
believe  that  the  habitual  use  of  tobacco 
does  not  tend  to  fitness.  On  the  other 
hand  even  the  most  eager  devotee  of 
athletics  would  not  advise  a  man  to 
throw  away  his  cigar,  cigarette  or  pipe 
In  a  time  of  trial.  If  those  who  arc 
accustomed  to  use  tobacco  at  homo  and 
have  time  and  opportunity  to  conquer 
the  habit  were  to  refrain  during  the 
war  from  smoking  and  send  the  money 
or  the  tobacco  saved  ta  the  seen  la  the 
trenches,  there  would  be  no  Inch.  Wo- 
men could  then  devote  what  foods  they 
can  collect  to  Rod  Cross  work. 

When  we  think  of  what  those  soldiers 
sre  doing  for  the  world.  It  Is  s  little 
matter  that  tbey  should  be  supplied  by 
the  people  at  homo  with  tobacco  or  any- 
thing aloe,  of  which  they  oaa  make  use.

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Karly  next  month  the  annual  migra- 
tion of  Japanese  tourltsts  from  this 
Coaat  will  be  under  way.  Toward  the 
Fall  of  each  year  parties  of  JapaneBc 
tourists  are  In  the  habit  of  maklne  the 
homeward  pilgrimage,  and  for  fully 
two  months  the  greater  part  of  the 
patsenssr  space  on  steamships  flying 
the  Japanese  flag  is  taken  tip  by  this 
class  of  travel.  The  outward  parties 
are  almost  wholly  composed  of  men. 
Out  in  the  tipring,  when  the  excursion- 
ists begin  to  filter  back  to  the  coun- 
try of  their  adoption,  their  ranks  are 
Invariably  swelled  by  a  number  of  Jap- 
anesa  brides.  Thcso  bride-seeking  ex- 
cursions have  now  become  an  institu- 
tion. 

Tlie  Various  agents  of  all  the  Jap- 
anese steamship  lines  are  now  arrang- 
ing bookings  for  these  excursion  par- 
ties, and  the  Indications  are  that  sev- 
eral thousands  will  make  the  transpa- 
cific trip  this  season.  The  Nippon  Yu- 
sen  Kaisha  and  the  Osaka  Shosen  Ka- 
luha  are  the  llneg  affected  out  ot  Vic- 
toria. 

It'  Is  not  Improbable  that  the  O.  S.  K. 
liner  Hawaii  Maru  will  handle  the  tlrst 
Japanese  excursion  party  when  she 
sails  on  her  maiden  outward  voyage 
about  the  middle  of  8cptemker.  The 
fine  mall  steamships  of  the  Nippon  Yu- 
sen  Kaisha  will  also  come  in  for  a 
large  share  of  the  business.  It  was 
stated  yesterday  by  the*  local  agents 
of  the  N.  Y.  K.  that  a  number  of  Jap- 
anese excursion  parties  were  being  ar- 
ranged, and  that  the  nrst  party  would 
saH  next  month. 

M"o  Space  OS  Yokohama 
Already  there  are  signs  of  Increasing 
passenger  travel  by  N.  Y.  K.  liners.  The 
cabin  accommodation  of  the  Tamba 
Mara,  which  sailed  on  Tuesday  for  the 
orient,  was  practically  all  taken,  and 
no  cabin  space  at  all  can  be  secured 
by  the  Victoria  agents  for  the  sailing 
of, the  liner  Yokohama  Maru,  which  Is 
due  to  clear  for  Yokohama  on  Au- 
gust  20. 

CONVICT  SHIP 

MAY  BE  PURCHASED 

PORTLAND.  Ore..  Aug.  11.— Portland 
may  become  the  home  port  of  the  Brit- 
ish convict  ship  Success.  Reports  of 
negotiations  for  her  disposal  were  not 
wholly  confirmed  yesterday  by  Capt.  U. 
H.  Smith,  her  owntr.  He  admitted  that 
certain  persona  had  talked  to  hlrh  re- 
garding the  vessel  being  sold,  but  said 
no  definite  point  had  been  reached. 

"There  h4Ve  Dean  Offers  made  Define. 
one  by  Charles  M.  Schwab,  the  steel 
kins,  and  a  party  of  New  York  me»i 
were  about  to  form  a  syndicate  at  an- 
other time  to  take  ovor  the  ship."  sold 
Captain  Smith. 

"|  fixed. a  price  then  of  1250,000,  the 
amount  for  which  she  Is  Insured  In 
Lloyd's,  but  since  .reaching  the  Pacific  I 
have  thought  more  of  selling  her,  so 
that  I  can  settle  on  the  Coast.  Before 
that,  however,  I  must  return  to  England 
for  a  short  time." 

The  original  Itinerary  of  the  Success 
provides  for  taking  her  to  Seattle,  Ta- 
coma  and  British  Columbia  ports,  then 
south  to  Loo  Angeles  and  San  Diego, 
returning  through  the  Canal  to  the  At- 
lantic side  to  be  exhibited  first  at  New 
Orleans  and  then  through  Southern 
ports  and  up  the  Atlantic  seaboard  to 
plaoea  she  did  not  visit  before,  going  in- 
to the  Great  Lakes  later.  If  she  is  sold 
a  change  might  be  made  in  the  route.

Japanese  Freighter Tozan  Maru 
Will  Make  Other  Voyages  to 
the  North  Pacific  Ports  in 
0.  S,  K,  Service, 


That  the  Japanese  freighter  Toxan 
Maru,  which  reached  port  yesterday  af- 
ter an  eventful  trip  from  the  Far  East, 
will  make  several  more  trips  In  the 
transpacific  cargo  service  of  the  Osaka 
ghoscn  Kaisha,  was  the  news  brought 
by  Captain  Y.  Nakano,  commander  of 
the   vessel. 

He  says  the  Tosan  Maru  has  been 
taken  on  time  charter  for  a  year  by  the 
O.S.K.  line,  which  Intends  to  use  hef  in 
conjunction  with  other  vessels  of  the  big 
Japanese  fleet  to  relieve  the  congestion 
of  freight  on   the  North  rae.lfic. 

Already  a  capacity  cargo-  has  bean 
booked  for  her  return  trip  to  the  Par 
Kast.  her  final  outward  destlnotlon  be- 
ing Vladivostok.  The  bulk  of  the  out- 
ward cargo  Is  to  be  loaded  on  Puget 
Bound,  and  tho  freighter  will  not  touch 
at  this  port  on  her  way  out  to  sea.  The 
Tozan  Maru  is  one  of  the  many  second- 
hand steamers  purchased  In  recent 
years  to  augment  the  Japanese  merchant 
marine.  As  the  British  steamer  Dun- 
blane she  was  well  known  on  the  North 
Pacific  Coast. 

The  addition  of  the  Tosan  Maru  by 
charter  to  the  O.S.K.  Meet  makes  eight 
vessels  the  Japanese  company  plans  to 
operate  In  Its  transpacific  servico.  Apart 
from  the  regular  passenger  and  freight 
steamships,  Hawaii  Maru,  Manila  Mara, 
will  operate  the  Toxan  Maru  and  the 
Mam  and  Mexico  Maru,  the  company 
will  operate  the  Tosan  Nam  and  the 
Uner  Seattle  Maru,  the  latter  of  which 
formerly  piled  here  aa  a  passenger 
steamer,  hut  In  future  will  operate  as  a 
cargo  boat.  According  to  Information 
received  here  the  Seattle  Maru  sailed 
from  Hongkong  on  August  t  for  Victoria, 
via  Yokohama. 


The  long  looked  for  drop  In  charter 
rates  to  Australia  from  North  Pacific 
ports  is  still  far  off,  judging  from  the 
charters  recently  arranged.  The  schoon- 
er Ethel  Zane  Is  reported  to  have  been 
chartered  by  Messrs.  J.  J.  Moore  &  Co. 
at  the  high  rate  of  102  shillings  to  load 
on  Puget  Sound  for  Port  Pirie,  Austra- 
lia, and  the  same  firm  has  tsken  tho 
schooner  Salvador,  also  at  a  rate  of  102 
shillings,  to  load  on  Puget  Sound  for 
Port  Pirie. 

The  Ethel  Zane  will  be  remembered 
in  shipping  circles  on  account  of  har 
long  passage  between  Puget  Sound  and 
Guayaquil.  She  had  been  posted  aa 
missing  at  Lloyd's,  and  the  insurance 
on  the  vessel  was  to  have  been  paid 
to  her  owners  whan  she  unexpectedly 
arrived  at  her  destination  after  all  hope 
for  her  safety  had  been  abandoned.  The 
charter  rate  for  these  ships  establishes 
a  new  record  for  delivery  In  Australia.

Prior  to  calling  for  bids  the 
auctioneer  made  the  announcement 
that  the  Customs  Department  had 
placed  a  reserve  of  $e»0  on  the  vessel. 
MldH  over  that  amount  would  be  accept- 
ed, and  a  clear  title  given  to  the  pur- 
chaser. Mrs.  Latter  bid  $000,  and  as 
there  was  no  further  bidding,  the  craft 
was  knocked  down   for  that  figure. 

Tho  Dalle  R.  was  the  American  fish- 
ing boat  which  was  seised  on  January 
21  in  Sooke  Harbor,  the  Customs  De- 
partment confiscating  the  vessel  as  a 
poacher.

There  la  a  somewhat  world-wide  1m- 
preasiop  that  the  British'  Navy  la  doing 
very  little  In  tbia  war.  Aaw  whan  an 
la  said  and  done  it  must  be  admitted 
at  the  MHset  that  the  British  Navy  haa 
been  very  llctla  In  tha  llme^ght;  also 
that  on  the  few  occaatona  whan  It  haa 
got  there  Its'  work  has  not  baan  very 
drametle.  to  ICaglaad  itself  there  are 
plenty -of  people  who  epealy  express  dis- 
appointment with  the  fleet.  Nurtured 
from  childhood  en  stories  of  past  naval 
glorias;  they  looked  to  sec  the  same 
thing' again  and'  to  live  In  an  atmosphere 
of  these  glories. 

In  tba  early  days  of  the  war  the  sen- 
sational section  of  the  press  regaled 
the  British  public  with  huge  headlines 
about  British  valor,  "Great  Naval  Vic- 
tory," and  so  on  ami  so  forth.  But  only 
for  a  time.  Tha  British  public  present- 
ly found  out  that  the  great  naval  vic- 
tory waa  merely  some  kind  of  skirmish 
In  which  tha  enemy  was  annihilated  be- 
cause there  ware  overwhelming  odds 
against  him.  And  of  late  the  enemy  has 
been  careful  to  avoid  such  annihilation, 
with  the  result  that  the  newapapera  are 
almost  silent  about  the  navy.  When 
they  do  open  their  mouths  It  is  usually 
merely  to  print  the  bald  official  state- 
ment of  the  loss  of  some  British  ship: 
It  is  very  rare.  Indeed,  to  read  of  any 
aucceaa. 

Little  wonder,  tnerefore,  that  the  Brit- 
ish Navy  is  under  a  cloud,  even  In  its 
own  country.  Yet.  for  all  that.  It  has 
probably  done  more  solid  work  In  thia 
campaign  than  in  any  other  in  which  it 
haa  ever  been  engaged.

All  one  cannot  tell;  but  there  Is 
quite  a  lot  which  one  can  tell  despite  all 
the  press  censors. 

In  the  first  place,  when  the  war  broke 
out  it  was  ready.  That  is  usually  placed 
to  the  credit  of  Wlnsttbn  Churchill.  As 
a  matter  of  fact  It  had  little  or  nothing 
to  do  with  Winston  Churchill.  He  was 
week-ending  at  Cromer,  on  the  east 
coast  of  England,  at  the  time.  Like 
every  one  else  in  Kngland.  except  one 
man,  ha  never  believed  that  war  was 
possible. 

There  waa  only  one  man  In  England 
really  convinced  that  war  waa  possible. 
That  man  waa  Prince  Loula  of  Batten- 
berg,  at  that  time  First  Sea  Lord.  He 
kept  the  entire  fleet  ready.  It  waa  his 
job  to  be  prepared,  so  one  need  not  aay 
too  much  about  It.  Still  he  did  do  his 
job,  snd  all  tha  time  the  British  public 
waa  howling  th»t  he  wss  a  Oerman— 
likely  to  hand  over  British  plana  to  the 
Kaiser.  And  while  he  saved  the  British 
Empire  they,  continued  howling!  And 
they  howled  so  much  that  he  was  com- 
pelled to  resign! 

All  this,  however,  Is  merely  side  light. 
The  main  fact  Is  that  tha  British  Navy 
wss  ready,  which  was  Just  one  thing 
which  the  Germane  had  not  Included 
in  their  calculations

"Ready"  meant  this:  It  was  Impossible 
to  carry  out  the  deslgasd  programme,  all 
deslgnsd  on  the  theory  of  unreadiness. 
And  so  two  excellently  designed  Ideas 
went  astray. 

Of  these  the  (tret  was  a  surprise  in- 
vasion of  England  at  the  "sslectod  mo- 
ment." The  invaders  actually  atarte*— 
110.000  picked  men.  They  never  oaw  a 
British  battleship;  they  saw  nothing 
more  dangeroua  than  a  light  cruiser.  But 
they  did  see .,  enough  to  guess  the  rest. 
They  turned  about  and  went  home  again. 
That  ia  the  first  thing  which  the  British 
Navy  did  In  the  war.  It  aaved  Britain 
from  the  fate  of  Belgium.  In  those 
days  there  waa  nothing  but  the  navy 
which  could  possibly  have  saved  Britain. 

Never  a  word  of  it  appeared  In  the 
newapapera  Some  folk  put  It  down  to 
the  acumen  of  the  press  censor,  pos- 
sessed of  some  sublime  trust  that  the 
next  attempt  at  invasion  would  get  fur- 
ther out  and  meet  annihilation  at  the 
next  attempt. 

Personally  I  don't  believe  this  story 
In  tbe  least.  Rather  do  I  believe  that.  It 
being  the  most  obvious  Job  of  the  Brit- 
ish Navy  to  stop  invaalon.  It  never  oc- 
curred to  any  pf  the  stoppers  to  mention 
the  matter  to  any  newspapera.  Prosaic, 
yes.  But  the  British  Navy  *.s  the  most 
prosaic  thing  In  the  world.  Prom  time 
to  time  people  write  poems  about  tbe 
British  Navy.  The  British  Navy  glances 
at  the  .poems.  Then  It  says  "More 
dtnvai."  and  me  papar  on  wneir  tba 
immortal  poem  is  printed  gaas  to  per* 
dltlon  in  tbe  same  way  aa  all  other  un- 
wanted paper. 

Coincident  with  the  task  of  stopping 
invasion  It  was  the  Job  of  the  British 
Navy  ta  convoy  tbe  British  expedition- 
ary force  to  France.  A  tang  all  the  llnea 
Of  sea- power  theorlea  this  waa  quite  the 
wrong  thing  to  do  in  face  of  an  un- 
beaten though  Inferior  fleet.  It  looked 
like  asking  for  trouble,  especially  In 
these  days  of  submarines.  Tet  somehow 
the  British  Navy  managed  to  fix  thlnga 
so  that  every  soldier  of  tha  expedition- 
ary force  got  across  to  France  untouch- 
ed. t  It  *  baa  managed  It  ever  since,  too. 
By  pure  ehance  a  German  submarine 
once  managed  to  sink  a  provision  ship; 
by  pure  chance  at  some  subsequent  data 
that  or  another  submarine  Just  missed 
a  hospital  ship.  But  that  waa  the  total 
bag  after  nearly  a  year  of  war. 


Now  In  thia  matter  It  la  no  exaggera- 
tion to  say  that  the  British  Navy  aaved 
France,  Just  as  it  bad  saved  Britain. 
Tha  Oerman  military  plans  depended 
upon  a  swift,  overpowering  rusjt  on 
Paris.  Haw  nearly  It  succeeded  we 
know.  Whan  the  Froarh  Government 
was  removed  from  Paris  ta  Bordeaux  It 
waa  clear  to  all  that  Paris  waa  ex- 
pected to  be  reached  by  tbe  enemy. 
Reached  it  would  have  been,  too.  but 
far  the  fact  that  tba  British  Navy  got 
a  hundred  thousand  British  soldiers  ta 
tbe  war  in  tba  groat  retreat  from  Mens. 
The  Brtttoh  iwttfasaaat  waa  a*  alow 
that  tba  rrewtb  sabJaveaT  Uaae  ta  re- 
form. Ta  tba  soldiers  fata  gtary.  but  ta

Before  the  war  abe  could  not  send 
too  many  cruisers;  they  would  have  been 
sighted  and  their  purpose  understood. 
She  sent  Just  as  many, aa  she  could  send 
without  attracting  attention,  but  the 
many  othera  which  ahe  had  meant  to 
send  when  war  waa  declared  were  un- 
able to  go.  It  waa  certain  destruction 
to  go. 

When  such  rsidera  ss  wore  loose  got 
to  work  quite  a  large  oedtion  of  the 
British  public  lost  their  heads.  They 
forgot  (If  they  ever  knew)  the  im- 
mensity of  the  ocean.  They  said  this, 
that  and  the  other  thing.  an<i  they  sim- 
ply dribbled  over  with  advice  aa  to 
what  the  British  Navy  ought  to  do. 

The  British  Navy,  on  the  other  band, 
calculated  that  without  supply  ships 
the  enemy  could  do  nothing  for  more 
than  two  or  three  days.  Aa  those  supply 
ships  might  come  from  anywhere,  they 
were  not  to  be  found  at  a  moment's 
notice.  One  by  one,  however,  they  were 
found,  and  then  there  came  the  Inevit- 
able. 

ataldara  Soon  Btaeomfltud 

The  first  law  of  commerce  warfare  Is 
that  the  corsair  muat  not  fight,  if  she 
does  she  may  win,  but,  winner  or  loser, 
fighting  unfits  her  for  her  proper  Job. 
When,  In  the  America  Civil  War,  the 
Kearsarge  sank  the  Alabama  it  was  a 
gain,  but  had  the  Alabama  won  and  sent 
the  Kearsarge  below  It  would  not  have 
materially  affected  reaulta.  Her  effective 
commerce  raiding  would  have  been  over 
all  the  same.  She  put  up  a  fight  because 
she  knew  that  the  other  game  was  up. 

When  the  Koenlgsberg  sank  the 
Pegasus,  when  the  Bmden  sank  the  Rus- 
slsn  Jemtchug.  the  British  Navy  kneW 
that  the  Oermsn  game  was  up.  The  en- 
emy was  intent  on  doing  as  much  dam- 
age aa  possible  to  all  and  aundry;  but 
on  tbia  very  thing  he  gave  himself  away. 
Once  it  came  down  to  that  it  became 
clear  that  his  early  destruction  was  car- 
tain.  Thus  and  thua  only  the  commerce 
war  ended. 

It  was  then,  and  not  till  than,  that 
Germany  Instituted  her  "reply."  It  waa 
a  clever  reply,  because  not  only  did  it 
drive  many  good  Britishers  to  "fever 
heat."  which,  of  course,  was  the  msln 
thing  Intended,  but  also  It- led  the  then 
Lord  of  the  Admiralty  —  Winston 
Churchill— into  Issuing  manifestos  about 
"baby  ktltora"  and  "plratoa,"  which  also 
waa  the  thing  intended. 

To  Cause  Panic 

I've  aeen  Scarborough  and  the  damage 
done  to  It.  It  Is  pretty  considerable 
damage.  But  the  Oerman  Are  waa 
mainly  directed  at  its  two  principal 
hotels,  each  of  which  wss  knocked  ebout 
a  lot  And  miles  and  miles  away  from 
the  town  there  are  great  shell  holes  in 
tba  ground  which  could  not  posolbly 
have  been  caused  by  bad  gunnery. 

By  every  law  of  common  sense  tba 
town  was  unfortified  There  are  no 
forts  at  all.  but  there  were  a  huadred 
ar  so  raw  recrutte  there.  Tbe  mere 
presence  of  a  soldier  made  «car  ho  rough 
a  fortlflod  place  In  tbe  eyes  of  the  taw. 
And  the  British  Navy  did  not  turn  up 
till  the  enemy  was  leaving,  which,  more 
ar  toss,  was  too  late. 

With  the  "submarine  blockade"  an  ex- 
actly similar  situation  obtains.  It  waa 
tha  British  -Mwspapere  which  tried  to 
drag  America  Into  the  war.  .The  British 
Navy  didn't  Tba  British  Navy  said  no- 
thlng  about  It.  It  pursued  tbe  general 
policy  of  alienee.  It  ha*  learned  to  say 
nothing  abawt  anything.  A  cockcrow 
about  a  dead  Oerman  submarine  meant 
another  in  ita  place  The  silent  death 
waa  hotter;  It  saved  an  bother  about 
Germans  sending  other  submarine*  to 
replace  it  That  la  haw  the  silent  death 
came  lata  betas.

HEW  YORK.  Aug.  lt.-^-Th*  sbme 
force*  which  Influenced  y«6terday'a 
broad  and  etrong  market  were  again 
In  evidence  today,  although  trading  was 
leu  active.  Share*  of  leading  rail- 
way* were  lifted  to  higher  prices  la 
the  earlier  dealing*,  tho  movement*  co- 
inciding with  the  aanouaeamoat  that 
the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission 
bad  grajitad  a  general  freight  advance 
to  tho  Western  railroads.  Although 
the**  advance*  wore  disappointingly 
small,  they  served  for  a  time  to  stimu- 
late speculative  demand  to  a  greater 
degree.  Every  division  of  the  railway 
list  shared  In  the  advance,  particularly 
C.  p.  R.  and  allied  linos,  with  gain* 
from  8  to  *  points. 

Later  tho  weight  of  the  European 
selling  which  aggregated  fully  fo.fdO 
abare*.  combined  with  heavy  local  real- 
utng-  for  profits,  caused  material  re- 
ductions of  the  advance*.  The  foreign 
liquidation,  which  was  a  natural  out- 
coma  of -the  recent  advance  of  prices, 
was  a  recurrent  feature  of  Interest. 
London  offered  large  amounts  of  Can- 
adian Pacific,  Union  Pacific,  Erie  and 
Steel,  together  with  smaller  lots  of 
Atchison  and  other  grain  carriers.

Editor  of  Paris  Journal  De- 
scribes Its  Horrors  From 
Experience— Agony  of  Hour 
When  Darkness  Falls. 


Summer  campaigning  In  the  trenches. 
tho  agony  of  the  boar  of  twilight  and 
falling  darkness  and  then  the  long- 
drawn-out  strain  of  the  night'*  watching. 
working  gad  Sgbtlsf.  all  now '  Vstem* 
atlsed  and  carried  on  according  t«*  fraa* 
tlcally  Saad  principles,  are  described 
from  direct  experience  by  oae  of  the 
editors  of  Tho  Paris  Journal.  With  the 
strata  ao  intense  on  the  atde  of  tho 
Fsoncb.  It  is  clear  the  anguish  of  tho 
~arght  can  be  no  leas  fearful  la  the  Ger- 
man trenches. 

"Tho  aun  slowly,  like  an  enormous 
incandescent  bomb,  falls  to  the  horlson 
behind  the  pine  woods,  which  It  lights 
op  with  a  -muter  glow  a*  It  gradually 
disappears.  The  night  creeps  en  slowly, 
silently  stop  by  step  It  invade*  tho 
plain  and  buries  it  under  its  shroud  of 
shadow.

come silent  through  prudence,  as  It  fears 
to  betray  Itself  by  unnecessary  flashes, 
and  the  bomb  thrower,  the  mlnenwerfer, 
the  howitzer,,  the  whole  pack  of  short, 
barking  cannon  break  forth  with  full- 
throated  joy,  cough  and  growl,  vying 
with  each  other,  without  fearing  the 
brutal  reply,  the  Imperative  and  lrrealst- 
Ible  roar  of  the  long-bore  cannon,  whose 
sll-powerful  voice  has  become  silent 
through  necessity  for  the  time  being. 

"In  a  long  line  through  tbe  narrow 
and  sticky  stretches  of  tortuous  trench- 
es deformed  shapes,  large  and  bearded, 
bent  under  heavy  sack*  and  loads  of 
covering,  the  men  who  all  day  were 
resting  on  the  second  line  are  coming 
slowly,  painfully,  to  reinforce  their  com- 
rades In  the  trenches.  Nothing  is  heard 
but  the  soft  friction  of  the  knapsack 
against  the  walls  of  earth,  the  dull 
pounding  of  the  marching  men,  the  short 
and  embarrassed  breathing,  a  few  words 
In  a  low  tone,  sometimes  an  oath  liter- 
ally between  the  teeth,  for  the  leaat 
noise  brings  unfailingly  the  brutal  and 
immediate  punishment,  a  whistling  salvo 
of  the  77-oentlmetre. 

Outpost  Watches  t Or  Charge 

"Little  by  little  the  trenches  nil:  at 
each  hole,  with  fully  provided  gun,  the 
soldier .  Is  watching,  a  shapeless,  hairy 
mass  nx'M  to  the  parapet,  immovable 
and  silent.  Out  forward  In  the  middle 
of  the  protecting  wire  enclosure,  crouch- 
ing down  in  the  shaded  hole*  which  they 
have  reached  by  creeping,  with  eye  and 
ear  alert  and  linger  on  the  trigger,  scan- 
ning the  hostile  darkness  with  steely 
glance,  the  watchers  of  the  outposts  at- 
tentively spy  out  on  the  black  earth, 
a  still  blacker  line  which  is  the  Ger- 
man  trench. 

"Nothing  is  seen,  nothing  is  heard,  not 
t  single  definite  hoiae,  not  a  breath  that 
can  be  characterised  and  yet  this  mo- 
mentary calm,  mors  profound  because 
it  Is  momentary,  far  from  being  tran- 
quilialng,  arouse*  angutah  and  anxiety. 
One  feels  that  this  silence  Is  full  of  Ill- 
defined  movements  of  active  life,  hushed 
and  stilled,  of  confused  and  dangerous 
rumors.  Instead  of  enjoying,  tho  tran- 
quility of  the  hour  after  the  obsession 
of  the  day's  noise,  the  mind  works  and 
draws  up  chimeras,  the  Overstrung 
nerves  take  the  upper  band,  the  eyes  are 
opened  wide  ih  sn  effort  to  guess  what 
Is  going  on  In  the  opaque  shadow,  with 
the  apprehension  of  not  arriving  In  time 
or  of  being  too  late  for  a  great  effort. 
One  raises  one's  back,  without  knowing 
why,   as    if   expecting   a    blow    to    fall. 

"But  this  dreadfully  depressing  feel- 
ing does  not  Is  at:  action  becomes  im- 
perative: work  presses  which  cannot  be 
done  by  day  and  which,  like  Penelope's 
won,  or  tne  worn  of  the  Donalds,  con- 
tinues to  be  done  all.  over  again  each 
night  without  ever  being  finished.  The 
wire  enclosures  cut  up  during  the  day 
by  the  enemy's  cannon  have  to  be 
stretched  out  anew,  breaches  In  tho 
parapet  have  to  be  closed,  a  part  of  tho 
trench  which  has  been  filled  In  by  shell- 
ing has   to  be  deepened. 

"The  work  la  portioned  out  without 
noise,  and  each  one  sets  about  his  duty. 
Under  the  protection  of  their  comrades 
in  the  trench,  ready  for  any  attack,  the 
workers,  without  baggage  and  carrying 
only  their  tools,  actively  creep  out  or 
even  walk  where  darhneso  permits  it. 
cross  to  the  open  ground,  climb  pars- 
pets,  reach  their .  appointed  places  and 
hastsn  to  make  the  urgent  repair*  and 
to  accomplish  tbe  prescribed  work. 
Those  who  ramstn  Inside  the  trenches 
actively  handle  the  shovel  and  pick, 
while  very  carefully  avoiding  the  leaat 
revealing  sound.  But.  In  spite  of  all 
precaution*,  the  calm  with  which  the 
night  began  does  not  last.

German  Southwest  Africa,  now  occu- 
pied by  the  troops  of  the  Union  of 
South  Africa,  has  an  area  of  about 
222.450  square  miles,  that  is,  over  49,- 
099  square  miles  larger  then  the  Cape 
of  Good  Hope  province.  It  is  bounded 
on  the  north  by  the  Portuguese  territory 
of  Angola,  on 'the  east  by  Rhodesia,  and 
Bechuanaland,  on  the  south  by  Cape 
Colony  and  on  the  west  by  tbe  At- 
lantic Ocean,  except  for  the  small  Brit- 
ish territory  of  Walflsh  Bay,  situated 
about  half  way  along  the  coast 

A  narrow  strip  of  territory  running 
eastwards  from  the  northeast  comer  of 
the  protectorate  as  far  as  Zambesi  is 
known  ao  the  Caprlvt  enclave.  Tbe 
northern,  central  and  southern  portions 
of  the  country  are  known  respectively 
os  Oventaolahd,  Damaraland.  and  Great 
Namaqualand,  names  derived  from  tho 
dominant  native  races  In  each  region. 
The  coastal  region  m  the  northern 
third  of  the  protectorate  is  sometimes 
known  as  Kaokoland. 

For  administrative  purposes  the  pro- 
tectorate, exclusive  off  Ovompoland  and 
the  Caprlvt  enclave,  Is  divided  Into  six- 
teen diotricts:  Orootfontein  and  Uutjo 
In  the  north.  Oobabla,  Glheon  and 
Hasuur  In  the  east.  Warmbad  In'  the 
south  and  Ludlerltsbucht  aad  Swakop- 
mund  In  the  west;  In  the  centre  from 
north  to  south  are  Omarruru,  Kariblb. 
Okanandja,  Windbuk.  Rebobeth,  blalta- 
hohe.  Keetmanahoco  and  Bethanlon.  The 
total  white  population  in  these  dis- 
tricts on  January  i.  1919.  amounted  to 
14.990.  or  whom  12.282  were  Germans 
and  1.799  British  subjects,  most  of  tho 
latter  being  Boers  settled  In  tho  south- 
eastern districts.  The  native  population 
en  the  oame  date  waa  osti  mated  at  72,- 
810.  In  addTtroTr  there  are  snythlng  be- 
tween 190,000  and  900,090  natives  In 
O van polond  and  the  Capri  vi  enclave,  and 
2,949  natives  from  abroad  resident  In 
the  country,  mainly  from  tbe  Cape, 
SOWS  Railway  Service 

As  regards  Internal  communication 
there  is  a  good  service  of  railways, 
One,  managed  by  the  state,  runs  from 
Swakopmund,  through  Karlblbg.  Oka- 
handja  and  Witodhuk  Marteatal;  another 
from  Swakopmund  through  Omamru  to 
Orootfontein.  with  a  short  branch 
line  to  Khan,  and  another  from  near 
Otavl  to  Tsumeb.  la  managed  by  the 
Otavl  Mining  A  Railway  Company;  a 
third  from  Luderitabueht  through 
Keenmanshoop  to  Marteatal,  With  a 
southern  branch  lino  to.  the  diamond 
fields  on  tbo  oonst  and  another  from 
Seeheim  to  Kalkfontein,  ie  also  con- 
trolled by  a  private  company.  In  gll 
about  947  miles  off  narrow  gauge  and 
771  miles  of  Case  gauge  wore  opened  to 
traffic  la  1919.  In  addition,  good  roads 
have  been  constructed  'between  moot  of 
tho  Important  towns  and  settlement*.

Closing    Barber   Shops 

Sir,— There  was  laid  before  the  City 
Council  last  week  a  petition  signed  by 
a,  number  of  the  barber  shop  proprie- 
tors, requesting  civic  legislation  regard- 
lng  the  hours  of  closing  barber  shops. 
I  wish  to  make  a  few  remarks  on  tho 
negative  side  of  the  question,  and  also' 
wish  to  offer  a  simple  suggestion. 

Should  the  regulations  asked  for  by 
the  petitioners  be  granted,  the  small 
outlying  barber  shop,  which  is  located  in 
realdential  districts,  would  be  robbed  ab- 
solutely of  Its  sxlstence.  The  little 
businesses  that  have  been  worked  up  by 
energetic  barbers,  who  deelre  to  have 
their  own  shops,  would  be  wjped  out  a* 
clean  and  positively  au  will  be  the  sauer- 
kraut navy,  should  It  ever  protrude  Its 
ugly  sausage  smeared  visage  within 
range  of  the  guns  of  the  British  fleet'. 
The  petition  referred  to  may  look  simple 
enough,  the  Council  might  approve  of  It 
because  the  majority  of  barbers  favor 
It,  or  greater  business  may  hold  their 
attention  at  this  time,  but  listen:  "It's 
not  a  square  deal" — the  main  and  only 
object  of  the  barbers'  early  closing  re- 
quest Is  to  annihilate  those  who  do  not 
aos  eye  to  eye  with  the  Barbers'  Union. 

Should  the  operation  of  the  ton  aortal 
art  be  restricted  to  the  time  limits  set 
forth  In  the  petition,  then  It  would 
nearly  be  compulsory  for  every  citizen 
who  Is  employed  In  the  business  centre 
of  the  city  to  patronise  a  barber  shop 
ia  that  neighborhood.  It  would  bo  prac- 
ttcniiy  Impossible  for  him  to  get  horns 
after  9  o'clock,  dine,  and  visit  tbe  barber 
shop  In  his  own  vicinity  by  7:30,  ao 
matter  bow  much  he  wished  to.  Also 
such  a  by-law  aa  oshed  for  would  add 
to  two  evil*,  of  which  we  have  now  an 
overplus,  namely,  onemploymeat  and 
vacant  buildings.  The  small  barber 
would  be  put  out  of  work,  and  hi*  erst- 
while shop  would  bear  the  glaring  in- 
signia that  is  becoming  altogether  too 
prevalent  In  our  city.   vis..  "To   Let." 

furthermore.  Victoria  Is  a  tourist  city, 
travelers  arrive  and  depart  early  and 
late:  bftsr  a  day  or  two  on  a  train  or 
boat,  one's  first  desire  la  tbe  service  of 
g  barber,  no  man  can  feel  at  oaoe  ba 
aooont  society  If  hi*  appearance  I*  un- 
kempt.

The  Tribune,  aaya:  "Tbe  argument 
at  present  between  tbe  Quadruple  En* 
teste  and  Sofia  Is  aa  to  what  guaran- 
ties the  powers  can  give  for  the  ful- 
filment of  the  promises  of  Serbia  and 
Greece  In  oaae  they  are  made.  The 
Quadruple  Entente  can  safely  guaran- 
tee such  promises  to  Bulgaria,  as  the 
powers  eventually  will  bo  able  to  com- 
pel any  reluctant  country  to  carry  out 
this  agreement.  The  delay  of  eight 
days  requested  by  Athena  governs  the 
period  In  which  tbe  new  Greek  Parlia- 
ment will  open  and  ex-Premier  Venlse- 
ios  come  into  power.

"Even  if  the  Quadruple  Entente  were 
now  in  a  position  to  give  us  not  only 
all  of  Macedonia,  but  Kavala  to  boot, 
with  Immediate  possession — which,  of 
course,  is  Impossible— we  will  still  re- 
fuss  to  Join  tho  Allies,  for  with  Russia 
dominating  the  Dardanelles  we  should 
have  only  a  short  lease  of  life.  We 
.Would  rather  remain  Bulgaria,  without 
Kavala  and  Macedonia.  •  Premier 
Kadoslavofra  final  answer  cannot  be 
anything   but   'No/  . 

"Moreover.  Bulgarians  are  unwilling 
to  accept  a  territorial  Increase  aa  a 
'gift  They  are  too  proud  to  beg  alms 
of  tbe  poWers.  .They  would  rather  take 
what  they  feel  entitled  to.  For  this 
reason  Bulgaria  will  not  remain 
passive,  but  strike  at  the  right- moment 
and  on  what  side  there  Is  no  doubt, 
ajince  the  Bulgarian-Turkish  negotia- 
tions in  Constantinople  already  have 
been   signed." 


RETKEAT  MADE 
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"Correspondent  of  Times  Pays 
Tribute  to  Good  generalship 
of  Grand  Duke  in  Withdraw- 
ing His  Army  Intact. 


LONDON.  Aug.  11.— The  Warsaw  cor- 
reapondent  of  The  Times,  who  left  the 
city  with  the  last  of  tlie  Russian 
troops,  has  sent  to  his  paper  from 
Fctrograd    the    following    dispatch: 

"The  capture  of  Warsaw  undoubted- 
ly represents  the  greatest  German 
achievement  in  the  war,  and  It  would 
be  stupid  to  minimize  the  character  of 
the    campaign    or    the    bravery    of    the 


tfowwwa — soldiers — wwoae — success — placed 
them  In  possession  of  the  goal  for 
which  they  suffered  approximately 
1,000,000  casualties  In  the  space  of  a 
year.  On  the  other  hand,  it  would  be 
stupid  to  exaggerate  the  importance  of 
Warsaw. 

"Th°  city  was  lost,  not  through  the 
defective  generalihip  or  Inferiority  of 
the  Russian  army,  but  solely  through 
the  Inability  of  Russia  to  convert  its 
vast  resources  quickly  to  the  use  of 
war.  The  evacuation  of  Warsaw  was 
carried  out  from  beginning  to  end 
witbout  the  slightest  confusion,  panic, 
demoralisation  or  discouragement.  For 
two  weeks  an  unending  train  of  trans- 
ports passed  in  orderly  procession  out 
from  the  city,  removing  everything 
which  might  be  of  value  to  the  Ger- 
mans. 

"There  was  no  storming  of  the  city, 
for  the  Russians  blew  up  the 
bridges-  at  s  o'clock  in  tbe  afternoon, 
and  the  Germans  did  not  arrive  on 
the.  Warsaw  side  of  the  river"  until 
•  o'clock.  The  Russians'  played  their 
game  virtually  up  to  tbe  last  minute 
end  the  last  shrapnel  shell.  Then  they 
retired  in  good  order,  leaving  the  Ger- 
mans to  enter  an  Undefended  city. 
'  The  army  throughout  acted  on  a 
symmetrical  plan,  following  a  time 
tabla  in  conjunction  with  ail  the  forces 
from  Gallcia  to  the  Baltic,  which  en- 
abled them  to  remain  until  the  last 
moment  to  take  the  maximum  toll  from 
the  enemy  and  still  escape  intact,  ready 
to  fight  on  indefinitely."

LONDON.  Aug.  11.— A  Htlxen  of  a

Practically  the  whole  of  the  machine 
industry.  Iron  foundries  and  steel 
works,  are  fully  employed  and  doing  a 
splendid  business.  Tbey  do  not  suffer 
from  lack  of  raw  material,  as  tbe 
whole  of  the  ore  reserves  of  Sweden 
sre  at  their  disposal.  In  addition  to 
this,  they  can  tap  their  own  ores  in 
the  DJevenhofen  end  Soar  districts, 
snd  the.  ores  of  Luxemburg  and 
Longwy.  in  Pnanca.  :''  '.;  *' 

"So  far  as  coal  is  concerned,  mines 
which  used  to  compete  successfully  in 
the  market  of  Scandinavia,  Italy, 
I-'rance.  Egypt,  Denmark  and  RussU, 
with  English  coal,  have  suffered  heav- 
ily. After  the  war  broke  out  nearly  all 
of  these  mines  came  to  a  standstill, 
chiefly  owing  to  the  shortage  of  labor, 
but  there  has  been  a  gradual  reviva! 
and  the  output  now  Is  about  half  nor- 
mal. 

"The  textile  industries  of  the  Empire 
until  July,  managed  to  keep  up  to 
something  like  their  normal  level. 
There  hat)  been  a  decrease  In  exporta- 
tion, but  the  home  demand  for  textiles 
has  been  very  good  owing  to  total  ces- 
aation  of  Imports  of  foreign  descrip- 
tions.

PUN  NEW  OFFENSIVE

"Since  Auguat  1  only  orders  for  the 
army  are  allowed  to  be  executed,  but 
this  will  not  give  employment  to  one- 
tenth  of  the  great  body  of  textile  op- 
eratives, ind  the  greater  part  of  the 
factories  have  been  brought  to  a  stanl- 
atlll.  Thla  has  created  a  considerable 
amount  of  unemployment. 

"The  manufacture  of  ready-male 
clothing,  which.  In  normal  times,  plays 
a  large  part  In  German  industry,  has 
been  stopped  for  some  time  past  owing 
to  want  of  raw  wool  from  Australia 
and  New  Zealand.  The  woollen  milts 
are  at  present  restricted  to  supplying 
the  army.  Clothing  la  dear,  but  it 
would  be  still  dearer  wire  It  not  for 
the  fact  that  there  are  several  million 
men  in  uniform  who  do  not  require 
civilian   clothing   at   present. 

"One  Industry  which  has  sufferod 
acutely  Is  the  manufacture,  of  toy*. 
In  and  around  Nuremberg  and  Thurln- 
dla  millions  <Sf  pounds  worth  of  the-ae 
toya  uaed  to  be  aent  to  other  countries, 
but  thla  export  trade  haa  now  almost 
entirely  ceased,  and  a  number  of  fac- 
tories have  been  cloned. 

'The  great  fur  market  at  ,Lelpal«, 
second  only  in  importance  to  that  of 
London,  has  come  to  a  complete  atop. 
It  must,  however,  be  well  understood 
that  German  exporters  are  beginning 
to  feel  the  pinch  of  the  blockade  onty 
now.  It  was  declared  effective  early 
In  March,  but  under  the  pressure  of 
American  influence  the  British  Gov- 
ernment allowed  more  than  two 
months  grace  so  that  the  stoppage  of 
German  exports  hardly  dates  back  a* 
far  as   May   16,   or  even   June   1. 

"Now,  however,  the  number  of  bank- 
ruptcies is  advancing  considerably  anJ 
great  uneaalnesa  la  spreading  to  Indus- 
trial circles,  the  more  so  because  Am- 
erica's efforts  to  bring  pressure  to 
bear  upon  the  British  Government  to 
relax  the  blockade  have  entirely  van- 
ished.''
